CHARLOTTESVILLE Va. Aug. 12. 
A strong drift toward a larger 
measure of self-government and relf- 
ceterminaticn for the American city 
in the next few years was predicted 
today by Gov. Albert C. Ritchie of 
Maryland, speaking before the Insti- 
tute of Public Affairs at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. As guides in that 
direction he listed various home-rule 
rmcvements and what he described as 
a liberalizing tendency in legal de- 
cisions, such as those affecting city 
zoning powers. 


GROWTH OF CITIES 


Declaring that the: most vital phase 
of contemporary American history is 
the amazing growth of the cities, 
which now embrace almost 60 per 
cent of the population, Gov. Ritchie 
said the city is now more than a 
mere corporate creature of the Legis- 
lature. 

“My tion is,” he said, “that 
the major political problems of the 
future revolve around the cities and 
urban life, and that the cities must 
be heard and perhaps must lead in 
solving them. Soon, I believe we will 
conceive of our cities not merely as 
ecrporate entities with hard and fast 
charters and by-laws emanating from 
without, but as political entities with 
the right to exercise such 
without externa! conflict. 

“And indeed, im respect to the 
ever-broadening influence which the 
city is having upon American pol- 
ities, I believe that not only the fu- 
ture of municipal government, but 
the future of American democracy 
as well, involves enlarging the po- 
litical self-governing powers of our 
cities. If this sounds a bit revolu- 
tionary. 1 answer that an urban de- 
mocracy will not be politically sterile 
end indifferent as it is now in too 
many cities.”

UR ECONOMIC BALANCE 

California's amazing growth is not so 
puzzling to those who know California's ap- 
peal to men and women as is the great 
State’s power of absorbing the annual in- 
vasion of newcomers. The most conserva- 
tive Californian acknowledges that all man- 
kind would be happy to live in California 
if possible, but he wonders at times how 
So Many can come each year and find a 
livelihood.

California now ranks eighth among the 
ten leading industrial States in the coun- 
try. The State produced $2,442,062,104 
worth of manufactured commoditics in 1925.

of manufactured products 36 per cent. The 
population of the State in 1914 was less 
than 2,500,000. In 1925 it was well over 
5,000,000. One needs no proof in figures to 
state confidently that, while the population 
increased over 100 per cent, the opportunity 
for employment increased in a greater per 
1 for certainly in the more than 
2,500,000 added to population there was at 
least 20 per cent too old or too young to 
seek employment. Without question an in- 
crease of 84 per cent in the number of wage 
earners in 1925 as compared with 1914 in- 
dicates an actual increase in the percen- 
tage of wage earners in the total popula - 


tal population of 1914. The State not only 
maintained the economic balance of 1914, 


marked improvement.

Remember the boasted indus- 
tries of New England spinning cotton ard 
wool shipped in from far-distant States, 
fashioning machinery from raw materials 
or partly finished metals brought from dis- 
tant points to be sent back when wrought 
into useful equipment. Several of the na- 
tion's leading industrial States would be 
shorn of industrial plants almost entirely 
except for the raw products obtained from 
other sections, but California grows within 
her own resources.

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UR NEW CRUISERS 
Eight new cruisers and a huge lighter- 
than-air ship are to be added to the United 
States Navy within the next three years. 
The cruisers are to be of 10,000 tons each. 
In addition to these there are to be built 
twelve other cruisers of similar tonnage, all 
armed with eight-inch guns, if Congress au- 
thorizes the plan of the general naval board. 


Some confusion may have arisen in the 
public mind due to the report of the con- 
struction of the eight cruisers following so 
closely upon the collapse of the Geneva ar- 
maments conference. It should be obvious, 
however, that the building of these new 
warcraft does not in any way hinge upon 
the failure of the conference: The eight 
vessels had been authorized by Congress 
long before the Geneva meeting, and the 
keels for two of them already had been 
laid, while the general board had made 
plans for others not yet authorized. 

It is not, therefore, to be taken for grant- 
ed that we are being forced into a naval 
race with Britain and Japan as a result of 
the Geneva deadlock. President Coolidge 
will approve only a “moderate policy” with 
respect to our naval program, though his 
ideas of intefnational limitation of arma- 
ments did not prevail at the parley. The 
President probably agrees with Chairman 
Butler of the House Committee on Naval 


but a preliminary conference and that a 
final conference will not be held until 1928. 
While our naval program will place us 
nearly on a parity with Japan, we shall stilt 
be nine cruisers and nineteen submarines 
short of equality with Britain’s present sta- 
tus.
